A NEW AVIATION FILM 
PROMISED. 


After a spate of films depicting war in the 
air it is refreshing to learn that work on a 
hlm, in which aviation will play a major 
part in revealing the beauty of Ireland, is 
to be commenced this spring. 

The sponscrs are Captain H. J. Hosie, of 
Athy, and Senator Dr. Oliver St. John 
Gogarty, both enthusiastic airmen and 
members of the Irish Aero Club. The film 
will be made in conjunction with a well- 
known film producing company, and is to be 
a “‘talkie.’ 

Captain Hosie, who is connected with the 
film trade, told an /rish Times reporter 
yesterday that most of the “ shots ” will be 
taken from the air, and members of the 
irish Aero Club will play a leading part. 
The scenario, he said, is being written by 
Dr. Gogarty, who has an extremely wide 
knowledge of Ireland, both historically and 
aerially. 

Dr. Gogarty, in an interview, pointed out 
that Ireland possesses a wonderful beauty, 
the greater part of which is hidden from the 
ordinary wayfarer yet visible to the aerial! 
traveller, The Georgian mansions hidden in 
wooded demesnes that cover the country- 
side for many miles cannot be seen behind the 
long dreary confining walls that front the 
reads, but irom an aeroplane the true majesty 
of these buildings and their parks is revealed. 
Asked ror some details concerning 
the scenario, Dr. Gogarty would only 
say that it would be a rather un- 
unusual story, and that the opening '' shots ”’ 
would be taken from an aeroplane approach- 
ing Dublin Bay from the sea, and after that 
many parts of the country-side would be 
unfolded on the screen. 

“The only screen that matters to us,” 
continued Dr. Gogarty, “is the Ireland on 
which our history has been projected and on 
which our destiny is being worked out. But, 
as the ordinary wayfarer is too near fully to 
appreciate it, aeroplanes will provide a gallery 
from which the chief features of the arena 
will be seen in all the beauty of rivers, fields, 
momntains, and woods, which have gone to 
form Ireland's character. It is particularly 
irritating to me, he concluded, “to see 
thonsands of our citizens lined up in the chief 
streets of our city outside cement palaces, 
wherein their eyes, like the eyes of the fool, 
are turned towards the ends of the earth.”

Belfast is rapidly becoming a popular 


centre for conferences. Important

A _ distinguished 
visitor the other day—Professor Lascelles 
Abercrombie, the noted scholar and poet— 
said that he had no idea the Mourne 
Mountains were so beautiful or that the 
Six Counties were so varied in scenery. 

The Belfast Branch of the United Com- 
mercsal Travellers’ Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland, at its meeting on 
Saturday, unanimously decided to invite 
the confereace for 1934 of the Association 
to be held in the Northern capital. This 
vear’s event is to be held in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, and the 1933 Conference will take 
place in London, that being the jubilee 
year of the Association. During the past 
fifty years only two of the annual confer- 
ences were held in Ireland—in 1906 and 
1919—and the venue for both was in 
Dublin. 

Mr. W. A. Edmunds, of Liverpool. 
chairman of the Association, has promised 
to support the Belfast invitation, and it is, 
therefore, almost certain that the delegates 
a couple of years hence will be the guests 
of the Belfast branch. Committees are 
being formed for the purpose of raising a 
hospitality fund, and the visitors when 
they come may be assured of a cordial] 
welcome. 


APPLE EXPORT FAILU“E. 


The failure in the export trade in 
apples from Northern Ireland this season 
has been indirectly explained by the 
monthly report just issud by the Ministry 
of Agriculture. 

It is pointed out that in consequence 
of the continual rain and cold, and the 
absence of sunshine during the flowering 
stage of tree fruits, the yields were much 
below the average, while the quality of 
the apple crop in particular was poor, a 
large proportion of the fruit being under- 
sized. The demand for apples of good 
quality is keen, and prices are much 
higher than last year for first-class fruit, 
up to £20 a ton being received for 
first-grade, but small sdehin suitable for 
boiling only fetched £2 to £4 a ton. 

Unfortunately there were very few con- 
signments of the highest grade, and, in 
fact, a mew grade had to be invented, as 
the greater part of the crop could not 
even pass the third grade. The new grade 
was labelled “ Imperfect ” on the barrels 
and boxes, and it was generally thought 
by growers that this was an unwise de- 
scription, as it condemned the apples- to 
low prices from the start.

ECAUSE it is based upon a play that is 
RB entirely artificial—nothing more than 
an echo of *‘ Othello t= ** Carnival, 
as a film, carries with it an air of artificia- 
lity. spite of this, it. is certainly the 
most iserous British film that has yet 
been produced. Its Venetian scenes are 
charming, its settings highly —— 
and its photography magnificent. The whole 
film is really carnival, whereas the play is 
only carnival at second hand. The Grafton 
Picture House, Dublin, should be crowded 
this week because of “Carnival ” and the 
people who are in it. 
eading a very fine cast is that old favou- 
rite of the stage, Matheson Lang, who has 
layed the part of Silvio Steno so often that 
as must feel now as mercurial as the Italian 
actor he impersonates. This is the kind of 
part that Matheson Lang likes, the kind of 
thing that he does excellently, and in this 
film he is convincing and compelling. It is 
not a part that gives scope for inspired act- 
ing; no pinchbeck Othello could do that, but 
it does offer possibilities for ;vivid motion. 
The new personality which Dorothy Bouchier 
has assumed with her new Christian name 
will also be found exceedingly attractive. 
Never before has she appeared to such great 
personal advantage, and her unforced acting 
ives promise of a great screen career. Miss 
Lilian Braithwaite is also an outstanding 
member of the cast. 


THE OTHELLO THEME. 


The story of the play upon which this film 
is based is probably familiar to most people: 
it has Jong been a favourite of emotional 
actors. and has been presented upon Irish 
stages many (games. 

It relates Row the famous actor. Silvio 
Sterio—famous for his ‘‘ Othello ’’—becomes 
so jealous that he forgets his Othello and re- 
memibers only Steno. His wife is fall of 
joyous anticipation for the carnival, and has 
a splendid costume especially made fer its 
tawdry glories. At the last moment Steno 
hears that an old friend is on the point of 
death in Milan, and he hastens to the station 
to go to him. For him the carnival is non- 
existent. but for his wife the old friend is 
only a nuisance. She, therefore, consents to 
go to the carnival with a' devoted admjrer, 
with whom she had had a passionate en- 
counter in a gondola somewhat earlier. For 
this episode she was blackmailed bv 
a rascally brother, and is under suspicion by 
her sister-in-law. Steno missed his Milan 
train and returns to his home: and as he 
sits by the window pensively watching the 
visible signs of carnival his small son comes 
whimpering down the stairs. The boy had 
been awakened by the noise and had sought 
his absent mother. His wife s absence gives 
renewed life to all the jealously-suspicious 
chatter that his sister had poured into his 
unwilling ear. 

The great actor becomes distraught. so that 
on the opening night of his ‘‘ Othello” he 
has evervone in his company nervously ex- 
cited. Almost at the time for the rise of the 
curtain he is missing, but he is readv for the 
appointed moment. Evervthing in the play 
is so close to his own life that he forgets 
Shakespeare, and at the critical moment he 
hecome the- jealous Steno rather than the 
jealous Othello. He strangles his wife—but 
here the film parts from the play, so that 
husband and wife come to an explanation 
and a very happy ending. Tragedv gives 
place to the fairy tale, and the couple pre- 
sumably live happily ever after. 


IDEAL FILM STORY. 


“Carnival ” has that movement, that 
mechanical vivacity which makes it ideal film 
material. The story would be entirely com- 
prehensible without a word of di-loque. and 
no better test can be applied to this medium 
at present. There is not too much dialogue, 
and what there is merely explains the ction 
in apt and simple words. The emotional con- 
tent of the play is retained, so «hat “ human 
interest” is strong from beginning to end. 
The carnival atmosphere is sustained by some 
beautiful displays of fireworks, and the crowds 
of merrv revellers add to the feeling of arti- 
ficial gaiety. The illuminations and the fire- 
works, howevér, give to the film the romantic 
background against which the tragedy of 
jealonsy must be plaved to the end. 

**Carnival’’ has all the glamour of its title: 
it has colour and movement, :assion and 
romance: and it offers entertainment that 
will be found sotisfving and pleasing.

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BRILLIANT 'CELLO 
PLAYING. 


ARTURO BONUCCI AT 
BALLSBRIDGE. 


Before Signor Bonucci had been playing for 
two minutes yesterday I remembered just 
what I thought of him when he was last at 
Ballsbridge. No other ‘cellist has given us 
quite the same idea of music being not » 
much producéd by the performer as released 
by him from a highly-charged instrument. 

It ás customary to speak of a player draw- 
ing tone from the ‘cello; Bonucci s tone, how- 
ever, came so freely that one could think of 
him as having to control it lest it escape too 
strongly. is ‘cello is, no doubt, an er- 
ceptionally fine instrument. but it is not s 
magic one, and the performer must receive 
full credit for the extraordinary efficacy of his 
method of using the bow. That his left-hand 
work also can take any challenge was proved 
yesterday by many instances, culminating in 
the breath-taking piece that he played when 
recalled by applause at the close of the after- 
noon 


reci 

Equipped with technique of that order, 
Bonucci is on his way to becoming not only 
a dazzling executant, but also an artist with 
fine powers of expression and interpretation. 
He was able. therefore, to satisfy us first ina 
Concerto by Boecherini—into which he intro 
duced at the appropriate places in the first 
and third movements cadenzas of amazing 
dificulty—and then in the deeply-felt music 
of a Sonata by Cesar Franck, The latter 
work is one known to most of us as a Sonata 
for violin and pianoforte. Bonucei made us 
feel that to replace the violin by the ‘cello 
was right. [ft is a course to which the com- 
poser himself was understood to agree. 
The recent excellence of Italian ‘cellists ‘° 
which Suggia and .Cassade, as well as 
Bonucci, have given witness, is having a 
marked reaction on Italian composers. in 
the concluding group of pieces played yester- 
day afternoon ó sos were compositions strong 
in vitality and formal interest. written for 
the ‘cello by Italian composers of to-day 
These were “(Come una danza,” by Franco 
Alfano; *‘ Leggenda,” by Guido Guerrini, 
and “ Bourrii,” by Alfredo Casella. . The 
group was completed with Debassy’s “ Fa 
bateau,”” and Faures “ Papillons.” 
Signor Bonucci again was fortanate ™ 
having Mr. Ernest Lash with him as accom- 
panist.

As on the last occasion, however, it has to 
be remarked that Mr. Lash did not accept 
his full share of responsibility in Sonata 
work.

The Imperial Parliament will reassemble 
in a fortnight, and already great activity 
is being shown in Downing street. There 
will be a Cabinet meeting. to-day and 
another to-morrow; further meetings are 
not improbable on Thursday and Friday. 
Since Easter falls early this year, the time 
at the disposal of the Government during 
the forthcoming will demand 
prompt action, if the necessary business is 
to be transacted before the House rises.

Modern Dairying. 


The National Dairy and Ice Cream Fx- 
hibition, which opened at Olympia yester- 
day, is of much interest to Irishmen. Un- 
fortunately, there is not a single Irish 
item in the exhibition ; for the importance 
of the dairying industry to this country 
hardly can be exaggerated. Very great 
strides have been made in recent years. 
The value of pure milk has become recog- 
nised generally, and the propaganda of the 
medical profession against tubercular con- 
tamination has had excellent results. 
Bottled milk now is the rule rather than 


| the exception, although in certain parts of 


the country dairymen continue to display 
a lamentable lack of good citizenship by 
their neglect of the most rudimentary pre- 
cautions against pollution. Ireland still 
lags behind Great Britain in regard to the 
proper treatment .of milk; but our 
creamery managers are doing their best 
to bring this country into line with the 
most progressive dairying countries in the 
world. Hitherto all supplies from the 
rural areas have been brought to Dublin 
by the old-fashioned milk cans. We under- 
stand, however, that in the near future the 
latest type of tank wagon will make its 
appearance. Milk, having been pasteurised 
and freed from all impurities at the 
creameries, will be pumped direct into 
these wagons, taken straight to Dublin, 
and bottled immediately. This reform re- 
presents a marked advance on existing 
methods, and we may hope that it will be 
adopted generally throughout Ireland. 
Every improvement that is made in the 
dairying industry will be likely to increase 
the yield of Irish exports to Great Britain. 
Now that the sterling exchange has fallen, 
Irish exporters have a decided advantage 
over their continental rivals; and, with 
adequate organisation, there is no reason 
why Irish exports of butter, cream and 
other dairy products should not be almost 
doubled within the next twelve months. 


General Gordon. 


Iconoclasm, undoubtedly, is the haven 
of modern biography. Until the advent of 
such exponents of the new art as Mr. 
Lytton Strachey and Mr. Harold Nicholson 
we had believed that certain people 
possessed greatness, and we admired their 
memory without misgiving. Now we are 
taught that such creeds are illusions; and 
the gods of our youth are in their twilight. 
They are presented to us to-day not even 
as ordinary mortals, but rather as men and 
women with abnormal follies and weak- 
nesses. Yet in their cwn age they made 
their mark, and their faults did not appear 
fo damage them seriously in the eyes of 
their contemporaries. An _ outstanding 
figure who has suffered much from recent 
presentation is General Gordon. The 
stern, honest soldier, who in his attach-. 
ment to his Bible suggested something of 
those men who earned the encomiums of 
Turenne by their devotion to duty and 
their fanatical courage, has been replaced 
by the “‘ contradictious”’ person who 
drank too deeply. Even if this picture 
is accurate, it is not very helpful; 
actually, however, there is every reason 
to suppose that it is false. Baron 
Rudolf Carl von Statin—known to the 
world as Slatin. Pasha—knew Gordon 
well, and his views are the more cogent 
because his willingness to bow his knee 
in the House of Rimmon in the cause 
of imperial needs brought down Gordon's 
heavy condemnation upon his head. Never- 
theless, Slatin Pasha denies that Gordon 
ever manifested any signs of intoxication, 
or that any rumour of such a tendency was 
known to hi native servants.

‘This carries with it the privilege of sending 
two. to the World Conferences held 

iennially’ in a different country—this year in 
Poland. It aiso gives us the advantace of 
an invitation to send our represent-tives to 
any international camp or jamboree held by any 
ona of the members of the World Association. 
Our Guides last year attended camps in 
Czechoslovakia, Finland and France, and cur 
headquarters made it possible for members 
who could not afferd to go of themselves to 
take advantage of these expeditions. We 
have also the power to invite and hold an 
international camp here, if we wish to do so. 
In respect of this latter we are organising 
a camp for Catholic Girl Guides of the asso- 
ciated. countries in connection with the 
Eucharistic Congress to be held in Dublin 
this year. We have mvited members from 
twenty-two other nations to take part in this 
camp, and have received many acceptances. 

It is entirely erroneous to imagine that 
hitherto the Girl Guide Movement in this 
country has been under the egis of the 
Protestant Chereh. As Chief Commissioner 
for the Trish Free State, I am in a position 
to assert. that there are Girl Guides in 18 
counties out of the 26, and though the pre- 
ponderance of guwles in Dublin is Protestant, 
this is not the case in the counties. 

The object of the Girl Guide organisation 
is to help the youth of the nations to become 
good citizens, capable in home life, and self- 
reliant when unusual events occur. Sewing, 
cooking, child welfare, sick nursing, camping 
and nature study, and all practical sides of 
life are taught and inculcated; how to be 
useful with hands and minds, and, above all, 
to learn a spirit of tolerance and good- 
fellowship for their fellow-creatures. Surely 
we can join hands with the girls of other 
nations, and honestly try to help the youth 
of our own country without dissensions over 
religious and political differences. The object 
and the cause are so good that I feel confident 
every worthy citizen of the Irish Free State 
will agree with our aims and help us to carry 
them out.— Yours, etc.,

ST. AUGUSTINE AND ROME. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Notwithstanding vour leader of 
Saturday, I must beg permission to reply to 
Archdeacon Kerr's letter. I .m quite willing 
that this cont. versy should cease, but at a 
point that is fair to both parties. The 
question at issue is St. Augustine's attitude 
towards Vapal supremacy. 

The Archdeacon passes over, in significant 
silence. the main argument of my previous 
letter... That argument was clear Pope 
writing to the African bishops, 
makes a clear claim that Rome is the “ un- 
poernpted fountain-heed ” of Christian teach- 
ing; he congratulates the bishops on having, 
by sending him the decrees of the councils, 
recognised hat position. There is no sign 
of dissent from Africa; Augustine’s only 
comment is: “ rescripts have come from the 
Apostolic See; the case is decided’’—a case 
in which faith was in .question. Zosimus 
claims that the authority of his See is so 
great that none would dare to contest its 
judgments; the Africans continue to prose- 
cute the case against the heretics at his 
tribunal. | Why this acquiescence’? By what 
right does Zosinwus send his Hpistola T racta- 
toria, defining Catholic doctrine, to he swh- 
scribed by the bishops of the whole Church? 
Wfiy does Augustine think that after that 
letter it would be criminal for a. Christian 
to deny the doctrine there laid down? .. . 

Archdeacon Kerr’s account of the Zosimus 
incident is incorrect. The heretics in the 
presence of the Pope disguised their doc- 
trines; they protested entire submission to 
the teaching of the Apostolic See, and com- 
plete acceptance of the letters of Pope 
Innocent, so that he at first thought them 
innocent. Even so, he allowed the sentence 
against them to stand and _ ordered the 
African bishops to forward the evidence 
against them. Such is the Pope's own 
account (Letter to the African bishops, 
Migne 45, app. 1719); and it is confirmed 
by St. Aucustine (De Pecerat. (ria. ce. 6 
and 7). -When he sdoes define doctrine and 
settle the controversy, it is by the famons 
Enistola Tractatoria, which he sent to the 
bishops of the whole world to be subscribed ; 
of which St. Augustine declared that in it, 
'“in the words of the Apostolic See . . . the 
Catholic faith is se clear and certain that 
it would be criminal 
doubt of it” (Epis. 190, No. 23). 

It is impossible in one letter to deal with 
ali the assertions advanced in the second 
part of his letter. 1 must confine myself to 
denying that the African conncil in question 
repudiated the Pope's jurisdiction. The 
Archdeacon quotes as ‘proof half of 
ona canon, omitting the other half. 
The canon merely regulated the right 
of appeal allowed to “priests. deacons. 
or other inferior clergy ” against the sentence 
of their bishop, and denied them the right 
to anpeal ‘ over-sea’’ His final quotation, 
which see.os so imnressive, also loses its force 
when restored to its context. He omiis the 
words immediately following:. ‘‘or how shall 
even the ‘over-sea' judgment itself be cor. 
rect, since it will be imp-ssible to produce 
the necessary witnesse< on eccount of infirmity 
or ace or other imnedim:n's”” 

Archdeacon Kerr still maintrins his argu- 
ment from silence. I waive the question of 
title, referring him to the ‘‘admonitio” in 
Migne,which shows that ‘De l/mitate Erclesia’’ 
is a lateone. J further concede that St. Augns- 
t'na does in one place refer te unity. The 
Cherch, he says (c, 2) is certainly one: the 
enestion between us is—where is thet one 
Church? He assumes unity; he thonght i! 
unnecessary to prove that Donatists and 
Catelics could not both belong to the 
Church—the Archdeacon's theory of a num.

This release of 
some of the hoarded gold of India cannot 
fail to be useful, even though most of it 
goes to be hoarded again in the West. !t 
1s supposed that immense quantities of 
gold are still hidden away in India, and 
that very large sums remain in the 
treasuries of the native princes. It is 
unlikely that these ever will be transferred 
to this side of the world, since it isa 
cardinal principle among the races of 
India that gold confers and maintains 
power. Hence the guardians of the native

In the interests of the 
public the railway company, as well as its 
rivals, might be bound by a scheme of 
maximum rates; but, subject to this sole 
restriction, the company, as well as its 
rivals, should be permitted to make any 
bargain it thinks fit with any customer it 
pleases. Ordinary business firms, large 
and small, have that freedom. There is no 
excuse left now for limiting it in the case 
of railways. 


STOPPING LOSSES. 


' Getting business is good, but an equal 
duty of the directors is to stop losses. 
They see several branches of their railway 
lines draining away their diminishing 
resources. The Government bill admits 
this difficulty, tinkers with it, and does 
not solve it. It leaves the decision to 
close a line to the discretion of a Minister. 
There is obviously no question more likely 
than this to provoke “ pressure ” to 
influence the Minister's discretion ; yet the 
bill makes his decision subject to revoca- 
tion.

SOUTH AMERICA. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—The Prince of Wales is to dine 
to-night with the members of the Argen- 
tine Chamber of Commerce in London, 
and is expected to make an important 
speech on trade, and perhaps on other 
links with South America. His visit a 
year ago to Buenos Aires to open the 
British Exhibition, his subsequent tour, 
and the addresses which he delivered to 
the Chambers of Commerce in Manchester 
and Birmingham on his return, were of 
the greatest value in furthering British 
trade with the South American Republics, 
though. unfortunately, the genera! 
economic collapse has prevented the 
business men, to whom he gave such sound 
advice, from making as much use of it as 
they might otherwise have done. 

The time is now opportune to revive 
public interest in South America, especi- 
ally in Argentina, whose economic and 
cultural relations with Great Britain are 
of such an exceptional character. With a 
Government in power pledyed to restore 
the balance of trade, and not to be de- 
terred by outworn fiscal theories from 
using tariffs for that pope: the way is 
open at last for mutually advantageous 
reciprocal arrargements, first of all with 
our own Dominions, and, secondly, with 
those ccuntries which are resdy to trade 
with us on fair and equal terms. 


MUTUAL ARRANGEMENTS. 
The value of the opportunity has been 
perfect!y well understood in Buenos Ai->s, 
where the Argentine Government have 
appointed a strong special committee to 
study the trade exchanges between Great 
Britain and Argentina, to advise the 
Government, and to submit recommenda- 
tions ; and have, it is interesting to ncte, 
included one of the best known British 
business men in Argentina, Sir Hilary 
Leng, among the members of the com- 
mittee, which is already actively at work : 
and that the Argentine Government mean 
business is further shown by their dect- 
sion, recently announced, to send a special 
mission to this country to investigate the 
possibility of negotiating a new commercial! 
treaty on a reciprocal basis. 
For many years it has been the constant 
endeavour of British Governments, adds 
The Times, to bring about a reduction of 
the high tariffs that are strangling the 
trade of the world; but having no other 
weapon but arguments and appeals to 
consider the general interest. they have 
miserably failed in this endeavour. The 
time seems to have come whea the nations 
which believe in reciprocal trade on fair 
and equal terms should endvavour to re- 
vive international commerce, and _ restore 
their own prosperity by coming to mutual 
arrangements among themselves,
